WASHINGTON' CITY, June 18.—The sen- 


ate passed the following free coinage bill 
Tuesday by a vote of 42 to 25. 


'•Section 1. That from and after the date 


of the passage of this act the unit of value 
in the United States shall be the dollar, 
and the same may be coined of 412>£ grains 
of standard silver, or 25.8 grams of stand- 
ard gold, and the said coins shall be 
equally U-!?al tender for debts, public or 
prh ate; that thereafter any owner of sil- 
ver or gold bullion may deposit the same 
at any mint of the United States to be 
formed into standard dollars or bars for 
his benefit without charge, but it shall be 
lawful to refuse any deposit of less value 
than SI 00 or finy bullion so base as to be 
unsuitable for the operations of fhe mint. 


"See. 2 That the provisions of section 8 


of an act to authorize the coinage of the 
standard silver dollar and to restore its 
legal tender character, which became a 
law Feb. 23.1878, is hereby made applica- 
ble to the coinage in this act provided for. 


"Sec. U. That ihe certificates provided 


for in the second section of this act and 
all silver and gold certificates already Is- 
sued shall be of denominations of not less 
tban $1 or more than than $100, and such 
certificates shall be redeemable in coin 
of standard value. A sufficient sum to 
carry out the provisions of this act is 
hereby appropriated out of any money in 
the treasury not otherwise appropriated. 
The IITO\ ibion in section 1 of the act of 
Feb. 26, 1S7S, entitled 'An act to authorize 
the coinage of the standard silver dollar 
and to restore its legal tender character,' 
winch requires the secretary of tbe treas- 
ury to purchase at the market 
price 


thereof not less than $2,000,000 worth of 
silver bullion per month nor more than 
W.000,000 worth per month of such bull- 
ion, is hereby repealed. 
"Sec. 4. That the certificates prOTlded for 


in this act and all silver and gold certifi- 
cates already issued shall be receivable for 
all taxes and dues to the United States of 
every description, and shall be legal tender 
for the payment of all debts, public or 
private. 


"Sec. 
o. The owners of bullion deposited 


for coinage shall have the opportunity to 
receive coin or its equivalent 001 the cer- 
tificates provided for in this act, and such 
bullion shall be subsequently coined." 


Section 6 provides for covering into the 


treasury the fund held for the redemption 
of national bank circulation. The title of 
the bill was amended so as to read "An 
act to provide for the free coinage of gold 
and silver bullion, and for other pur- 
poses."

It was 
received with tremendous applause by the 
Democratic side, and Bland, of Missouri, 
Immediately moved that the committee 
of the whole rise in order that the house 
might at once proceed to the considera- 
tion of the bill. Peel, of Arkansas, who 
had the floor, was induced to yield to this 
motion, but the chairman of the commit- 
tee, Allen of Michigan, directed the clerk 
to continue the reading of a long printed 
precedent bearing upon the point of order 
then under discussion. At the conclusion 
of tbe reading Bland's motion was put and 
was defeated in a standing vote by 79 to 
80 On a vote by tellers the committee re- 
fused to rise—yeas M, nays 105—and con- 
tinued the consideration of the Indian ap- 
propriation bill.

Iowa Courts Reverting Each Other's D*- 


clttoM on the Question. 


DM MoiNEs, Iowa, June 18.—The Iowa 


courts are reversing each other's original 
package decisions with agility and dis- 
patch. Lost week two district Judges 
rendered contrary decisions, one holding 
that an original package is an unbroken 
case just as It is received from the con- 
signor, the other that any subdivision of 
a case properly sealed with contents intact 
would fulfill the requirements. Before 
the now famous original package decision 
was rendered by the federal supreme court 
the Iowa supreme court had defined an 
original package to be a flask, bottle, keg, 
or barrel—anything in which the goods 
were put up, without regard to the man- 
ner of their shipment. Judge Kavanagh 
of the Polk county district court, in the 
State vs. Chambers, overruled this su- 
preme court decision. 


The Original Package Serene. 


Chambers imported two eases, one con- 


taining a dozen bottles, the other a keg, 
all filled with liquor. Chambers admitted 
he had drawn off the liquor from the keg 
Into quart bottles. lu this condition It 
was seized, and Judge Kavan»«gh or- 
dered the whole outfit condemned. Even 
the lawyers are likely to become entan- 
gled in the labyrinth of conflicting judi- 
cial rulings constantly emanating from 
the Iowa bench. The original package 
alone sits serene in their presence, until 
some thirsty citizen appropriates it and 
induces it to become "massed in the com- 
mon property of the state."

TO HIM WHO WAITS. 


Story of a Fool Chub, an Acrobatic Bel 


and a Spindle Shanked Crane. 


Judge Holl Is, of Woodhull, Is not what 


might be called an expert all aronnd 8pT>rt«- 
man, but he can fiKh a little and hunt a 
little. Whether he can do a little In that 
other accomplishment which it Is popular- 
ly believed all banters and fishers possess 
to a greater or less degree and can embel- 
lish a little, the following account which 
he gives of a recent exploit of his la the 
best test. He went fishing the other day. 
He wasn't out after any particular kind of 
fish, but simply wanted fish. He hooked 
a big chub after fishing until he was get- 
ting tired, but lost it in raising it from the 
water. He epat on his hook and quickly 
threw in again, right where he lost the 
chub. 


"From what I know about these fool 


chubs," said the judge, "that one will 
take the hook right away again." 


The bait had hardly sunk when the 


judge got another bite. It gave a stiff tng 
and started away. The judge hooked his 
fish. 


"Any chub that fools with my hook 


twice," heremarked, "is as good as sizzling 
in my frying pan." 


The judge yanked the fish out of the 


water. It wasn't n chub. It was a two 
pound eel. 


"You don't catch me foaling with no 


leather headed cliube when I can get sole," 
said the judge, as he pulled his wriggling, 
squirming prize toward him. He lifted 
the eel out of the water and made a grab 
for its nook and got it. Before the judge 
could exactly figure out how It was done 
the eel bad climbed up hia arm, twined 
Itself a moment around his neck, and then 
went down his left leg as if the lag were 
spiral stairs. The next thing the Judge 
knew the eel had scooted back to the river 
and disappeared in it, leaving the judge 
with his pole and part o£ the line, but no 
hook. 


"That settles itl" he exclaimed. "I'm 


after fish, not eels. When I want anything 
of that kind I'll go and spear snakes." 


Then, thu judge says, he started home 


hot and disgusted. On his way ho discov- 
ered a big, long legged crane standing in 
the water watching for flsh. 


"I guese I'll go home and get my gun,-" 


said the judge, "and kill that crane." 


He hurried home and got hia gun. When 


he came back the crane was still on the 
watch for fish. ' The judge sneaked upto 
within easy range and blazed away. The 
crane looked around surprised, and then 
flew off languidly. The judge looked after 
the crane until it disappeared. Then he 
examined his gun. 


"This don't seem to bemy day for sport," 


aaid he, and weut home. He wasn't en- 
tirely satisfied with the way things had 
gone, though, and that night he thought 
he might oven things up by putting out a 
set line In the stream, and let it try its look 
for him during the dim und stilly watches 
of the night. So he put out his set line and 
went home and tu bed. Bright and early 
next moruing he went out to see what the 
set line had done for him. When he got 
to the spot he saw a crane standing in the 
water right whore hia line was. 


As the judge approached tho crime rose 


to fly away, but something pulled it back 
again into the water with a jerk. The 
judge was too much surprised to speak, 
and he hardly knew what to do. Finally 
he made up his mind to capture the crane, 
which he did. Then he found that It hod 
swallowed one of his hooks and more than 
half of the line it was tied to. This natur- 
ally called for a little further investiga- 
tion, which resulted in the discovery that 
the reason the crnne hod swallowed the 
hook was because there was a two pound 
eel fast to it. The judge says that his sur- 
prise was increased when he saw in the 
eel's jaw the hook and piece of line he had 
lost the day before, but when he found that 
the reason the eel had taken the set line 
hook that subsequently led the crane to 
take the eol was because a one pound ohub 
had gobbled the hook first, he just sat 
down and fanned himself with his hot to 
keep from fainting. 


"Because thore was the fool chub that 


got away from me the day before," says 
the judge, "and there was the acrobatic 
eel that had climbed all over me and then 
stole my hook, and there was the spindle 
shanked crane that jumped out of the way 
of my gun, all caught on one hookl If nil 
don't come to him who waits, then I'd like 
to know why."—Bath Cor. New York Sun.

A careful tnveetigatlon Into tbeeHecnt 


of small bore ballots on tho haraan body 
has been mode by Professor Pahl Brona, 
of Tubingen. The ooncluslona arrived at 
must be considered in all respect* satis- 
factory from a humane point of view. It 
la found that the hydraulic pressure In tly 
wound is much diminished, partly on ac- 
count of the smaller diameter of the bullet 
and partly on account of (ho spring action 
of the thin steel coating wJhlch surrounds 
the soft lead core of the new projectile, so 
that the extensive tearing of thfe toft 
tissues of the body, which the old lead 
bullets uaed to cause and which often gave 
rise to the erroneous Idea that explosive 
bullets were employed, will not occur. 


The new projectile used with the Belgian 


Mauser rifle passes at, 100 meters through 
four or five limbs, smashes three thigh 
bones, pliiccd one behind the other, and 
mates a small cylindrical opening In the 
flesh. The entrance of the wound Is gen- 
erally of less diameter than the bullet it- 
self. The exit is a slit or a star shaped 
opening, with torn edges, about a quarter 
of an inch wide. At longer ranges—400 to 
1,1X10 yawls—the bones are not shattered, 
but bored through in a clean hole or chan- 
nel. 
According to Dr. Bruns, the chances 


of healing bullet wounds will, notwith- 
standing the much greater efficiency of the 
new rifle, be much more favorabl* thaa in 
the owe of the larger bores.—Now York 
Commercial Advertiser.

The Lawyers of Congress. 


They pepper the house and the senate. 


You find them on every street corner In 
Washington, and after they leave public 
life they settle down hero to practice. Of 
the 413 members of this congress 968 are 
lawyers. The speaker is a lawyer. All of 
the leaders of tho house are lawyers, and 
more than three-fourths of the men who 
hold down those soft 15,000 cushions .In tho 
senate aro or were limbs of the law.

Th<i Barber Pole and Batln. 


The sign of the striped pole, which can 


be seen at Uie-door of every barber vhor*, 
won adopted oa emblematical of the process 
of blood letting, which practice was a com- 
mon remedy for nearly all diseases until 
about fifty years ago. Tho patient's arm, 
usually the left, was mode bare, he was 
then given a short, round stick to grasp in 
his hand, tho arm was then tightly wrap- 
ped with a narrow bandage or tape to the 
elbow. This was done in order to get all 
the blood above the point whore tho lancet 
was to be inserted. The red stripe on the 
polo Is symbolical of the arterial blood, the 
blue stripe of the veins or venous circula- 
tion and the white of the arm. The brans 
baaln sometimes suspended from the bar- 
ber's pole (quite common in Europe, though 
rarely seen in this country) was anciently 
one of the ufcennllsof the barber.
